Yakura was found by Chief Lux 
shortly after two o'clock in the* morn- 
ing. Although in great pain he refus- 
ed to say whom his assailants had been 
or under what circumstances he had 
been attacked. . He was suffering from 
a "slashed" wound six inches long and

Attorney General Lucey informed 
Attorney O'Connor that a board of 
veterinary surgeons exumine the cattle 
alleged to be suffering from the foot 
and mouth disease before the cattle, 
were slaughtered. The supreme. cour.t

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. Receipt for Disposing of Leaves 

Now that the leaves are littering the 
lawns, walks and' streets, everybody 
has his own particular version of the 
best method of disposing of them. Dr. 
Kellogg of Battle Creek. Mich., in Good 
Health magazine, gives this recipe: 

The smoke from burning leaves ir- \ 
jritates; the tender membranes of the 
throat and hose, causes great discom- 
fort to those suffering ftom catarrah, 
hay fever and tubercular trouble and 
burning old leaves is great waste. 

Old leavas should be saved. Put them 
fn a pile in some unused corner, or 
better still, in a big box and leave them 
exposed to the weather. Stir them up 
once in a while and then pack them 
down -tight. They will soon rot and 
■form the finest kind of mulch for your 
garden, flower ..beds and lawn. "Rotted 
leaves are one of the best known dress- 
ings for a lawn. Another good method 
is to bury them in a hole in the ground, 
removing them in a well-rotted condi- 
tion a season later for mulch. 

Old leaves will be ready for a garden 
mulch very quickly if when they are 
dry and* brittle you thoroughly trample 
er grind them. So pulverized, a single 
winter's exposure to the weather will 
be sufficient to put them in condition to 
use in the garden and flower bed or on 
the lawn.

f-lout. Robert Fay, Arrested 'In Now 

York, Confesses Scheme to Clow 

Up Liners Carrying War 

Supplies. 



New York, Oct. 27.— Details of a 
Plot to hamper the shipment of muni- 
tions of war to the entente allies bv 
placing; clockworked bombs on the 
rudders or propellers of ships, so 
timed that the ships would bo dis- 
abled on the way across the Atlantic, 
were disclosed on Monday in the 
confession of one of live men charged 
in a complaint filed with a United 
States commissioner with conspiracy 
to violate a federal statute. 

Following the confession of Robert 
Fay, a lieutenant of the Sixteenth 
Saxony infantry, who admitted that he 
came to this country last April, 
through an agreement with the Ger- 
man secret service, to blow up or de- 
lay steamships laden with war sup- 
plies for the allies, William J. Flynn, 
chief of the secret service, filed be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
Houghton a complaint in which Fay 
and four other men are charged with 
promoting the conspiracy. 

The hearing on the federal charge 
was set for November 4. 

Fay confessed that while on the bat- 
tlefield he talked with his superior of- 
ficer about a device he had invented 
to blow up ships; that later his idea 
of coming to America and carrying 
his scheme through was well received 
by the German secret service; that he 
came supplied with money to act on 
his own responsibility, and that he 
talked with Captain von Papen. Ger- 
man military attache, and Capt. K. 
J3oy-Ed, naval attache of the German 
)assy, about the plan, but they re-

Statement Declares That Governor 
General of Belgium Warned Against 
Practice — Asserts France Slew Two 
German Women. 



Amsterdam, Oct. 26, via London.— r 
The following Inspired telegram re- 
ceived from Berlin" by way of Brus- 
sels, dealing with tho execution of 
Miss Cavoll, was published here on 
Sunday: 

"As the foreign press Is discussing 
in an incorrect. and exaggerated man- 
ner tho execution of tho English wom- 
an, Edith Cnvell, for treason, the cir- 
cumstances in the caso, according to 
the facts, may again bo stated. 

"It was proved after a long trial of 
tho sentenced persons that they for 
some months past had been engaged 
in asalBting Belgians of military age 
to enlist in hostile armies and in en- 
abling French and English deserters 
to escape the country. They had many 
helpers and had organized branches. 
"The governor general' had repeat- 
edly Issued warnings against such ac- 
tivity, pointing out that severe punish- 
ment for such action was unavoidable. 
"The guilty persons wero sentenced 
in a public sitting, according to tho 
law based on tho provisions of the 1m- 1 
perlal penal code and the military 
penal code for war treason and es- 
pionage. 

"No special law exists for Belgium 
and no so-called 'usage of war' Influ- 
enced the verdict of the court 

"The accused, ror tho most part, ad- 
mitted their guilt, and acknowledged 
they wero aware of the severe penal- 
ties they were rlsklag. 

"Miss Cnvell was the principal agent 
in tho plot to enlist Belgians for the 
allies. With regard to the assertion 
that she In the course of her profes- 
sion unselfishly tended other persons, 
it may bo pointed out that she earned 
a living by nursing, charging fees 
within the means of rich people only. 
"Women also have been* executed 
In Franco, as was Instanced In March 
last, when tho German woman, Mar- 
gareto Schmidt, was executed at Nan- 
cy, and In May at Hourges, when the 
German, Optlllo Moss, was put to 
death. 

"Tho English government may re- 
member the cruelties committed by 
Lord Kitchener during tho Boer war 
on women and children. 

"Our present enemies do not need 
to protect their armies against u pop- 
ulation and a hostile occupied coun- 
try, nor are they under tho necessity 
of pronouncing or executing such .oen«_ 
fences, for they have occupied so littlo 
hostile territory." •

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' New York. — The following letter 
from a soldier in the British army, 
"somewhero in Franco," has been re- 
ceived In this city by the father of 
the writer: 

"I expect you are wondering what 
wo aro doing up hero for the past 
weok or so? As operations are con- 
cluded now — or anyway thoso in which 
our division has been concerned — I 
think I'm at liberty to give you somo 
idea of what's been done without fear 
of falling foul of the ceiiBor. 

"You'll recollect all the trouble a 
•short while back about a chateau, 
Its stables and. a. crater — which wo 
•have continually been disputing over 
•with the Hochos— which they finally 
kicked us out of with liquid Are and. 
sundry other horrors? Well, the divi- 
sion on that section got pretty badly 
mauled and the position became most 
uncomfortable. So about ten days ago 
our division was told off to prepare 
an attack and to restore the situation 
If posHible. 

"Wo were well away to the left of 
this zone, and as they did not propose 
to move us until the last minute wo 
were busllyomployed in constant Jour- 
neys over there to reconnolter and 
prepare the ground. I was given the 
job of doing this for our battery and 
the brigade. I nlso had to rango the 
eight-inch and 9.2-inch howitzers. 1 
really had a very heavy woelt's work. 
Firstly, this now zone wob about a 
four-mile walk and under firo all the 
way. No horses could bo used and 
n bicycle was harder work than walk- 
ing, owing to the mud. All the time 
the weather has been vile — tons of 
rain and very hot and muggy. ' 1 had 
to got off cacti day about six a. m., and 
dldldn't got back till eight p. m or so. 
Always Getting Cut. 

"We -had to run miles of telephone 
wire — and as this was always getting 
cut by shell Arc you can guoss that 
I and my telephonist a had some pretty 
hot times keeping our communications 
going. All observation had to bo dono 
from 'Our fortified tronches. These 
wore simply hopeless-— battered to 
mere mud heaps and porpetunlly bom- 
barded by the enemy — nnd the lnfan- 
try holding thorn had a frightful time 
of It. Thoso particular trenches run 
along n creBt of a slope and have been 
Alternately held by us and the 
DoutBchers several times during tho 
last few wooks. It's nlmoat Impossi- 
ble to describe the confusion and 
beastliness of them — tho. soil Is very 
loose indeed and tho rain and the 
shelling have turned them Into a gi- 
gantic sort of hog-wallow, Ilka you 
have In the center of a farm. 

"Tho Binell Is horrible and all over 
the place .are doad bodies, scattered 
'.'.equipment, refuse, etc. Ono feels It's

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"Of course we 1: ad plenty of casual- 
ties and tho gunners didn't escape. 
The last day I wsb up there our wire 
got blown to bits somewhere out In 
tho opon behind the trenches for about 
the hundredth time, so I went out 
with one of my telephonists to try 
to repair it. \Vo were in tho midst 
of registering our targets for the at- 
tack, and we had 10 go over somo aw- 
ful places — dead Deutschers every- 
where. Suddenly as wo crept along 
a hedge there was a terrific bang, a 
cloud of smoke, nnd my man, about 
fifty yards ahead of me, disappeared 
entirely. Of course, I flattened out 
at once. I thought tho poor chap had 
been completely blown to bits, aB tho 
shell had burst right at his feet. How- 
ever, I heard a yell after a few sec- 
onds and made a rush for the Bpot, 
taking what cover I could, because it 
looked as if we'd been seen and the 
Deutschers had fiVcd ono of their for- 
ward guns at us. I found the poor 
beggar still alive and conscious, but 
horribly cut. I made him as comfor- 
tablo as I could; told him to llo still, 
because he could bo seen and would 
very likely be shot at again, and then 
bunked off to 'try to find n Btretcher 
party. 

"Wo woro sotno way from bur 
trenches and in,' n. part that's strictly 
avoided on nedbunt of the attention 
paid to it by the Deutschers-— I sup- 
pose because there are somo of their 
old trenches thonj that wo took with 
the bayonet. Luckily 1 hadn't gone far 
before I met a sergeant and two men. 
So 1 collared him and, sending off ono 
man for tho stretcher bearers, the 
rest of ub wont back nnd got my chap 
out of It. 'Wo'tlei! him up as beat we 
could, and then ludjto carry him pig-

Came "The Day." 

"There have boon .a good many, 
wounded In tho battery recently, bui 
none killed. We have had two guns 
hit and knocked out as well, but I feol 
sure the 'enemy haven't reully located 
us, because they've never been able 
to stop us firing, and only put over 
half a dozen rounds during the big 
show yesterday. 

"The other battery in our brigade 
has not been bo lucky. They've had 
two officers wounded and quite a 
number of men killed. 

"Well, to resume: I eventually got 
all our rcconnoltering and registra- 
tion done, but not until I'd spent sev- 
eral days In this horrible zone and was 
almost worn out. Then, yesterday 
morning at a quarter of three a. m., 
came 'the day.* It started with half 
au hour's bombardment of the Deutsch 
ar's trenches by all our guns, and dur- 
ing this time our Infantry crept up 
under cover of darkness. Next, at an 
arrange'd moment, all guns were 
turned to the left, and onto other pre- 
arranged points, so as to form a flank- 
ing wall of fire while the Infantry got 
in. Finally we all switched on to our 
final points and kept up several hours'* 
bombarding of the enemy's communi- 
cation and reserve trenches, while our 
Infantry consolidated the positions 
gained. It was all perfectly success- 
ful, and we accomplished everything 
we were ordered to do. 

Thanked for Their Work. 

"All through the day the Deutschers 
tried to counter-attack, but we easily 
beat them off each time.- Last night 
was absolutely quiet and we all got 
a good night's sleep. Wo have re- 
ceived telegrams from the commander 
of the Second army and also from the 
commander In chief, thanking ub for 
doing the job bo well and generally 
buttering us up. Our corps command- 
er has also wired to us of tho artillery, 
thanking us for the 'perfect co-opera- 
tion* afforded by tho gunners. So 
we're all pleased, and the Sixth divi- 
sion is very bucked at having brought 
off tho Job O. K. Furthermore, they 
say that ho couldn't have continued to 
hold Ypres without taking the posi- 
tions we've got, and better still, they 
say that the division Is now coming 
out for a rest.. 

"I suppose this has only been a 
minor show, but there were a good 
many thousand men engaged, and we 
really had a battle with the Bodies 
and whacked them. 

"I do wish the end would come In 
sight, for I'm absolutely tired of tho 
whole thing, and want .to get home. 
It rather looks as if we're in for an- 
other winter out here. 

"Wo had unlimited ammunition for 
this little show, so perhaps things are 
bucking up in that direction. All the 
same wo didn't flro nearly as much 
a; we could have dono, but specialized 
In accuracy. They say that they found 
all our registered points full of dead 
Bodies and smashed-up machine 
guns."

HE foremost scientists of 
the world have been 
agreed for tho last decade 
that tho crucial struggle 
of humanity will not be 
that of nations warring 
for territory which each 
envies the other, but will 
bo a colossal battle to 
keep from being driven off 
tho earth itself! And In this battle it 
will be mankind against bug3! 

By its fecundity, Its enormous com- 
parative strength— sometimes equiva- 
lent of what would bo, If the bug were 
as largo as a horse, 1,000-horsepower 
—and In Its Inextinguishable passion- 
ate and concentrated will to live and 
Its enormous adaptlblllty tho Insect 
kingdom makes the human race ap- 
pear incredibly inefllcldnt. 

Civilization has for tho last twenty 
years and moro been steadily over- 
turning tho balance of nature, which 
has kept tho Insect kingdom down, and 
this scientists throughout the world 
have recognized. Within half that 
tlmo what amounts to a world-wide 
organization has been formed to find 
and make known to all who caro 
tho beBt ways to cope with the fast- 
growing swarms which menace hu- 
manity. It is recognized that only by 
a tireless, long and costly and dan- 
gerous struggle will man be able to re- 
tain his dominance and freedom to de- 
velop his world. 

Tho latest warning of this peril to 
humanity has been sounded in a most 
remarkable fashion by Prof. C. A. 
Ealand, one of the foremost entomolo- 
gists of tho world and the late prin- 
cipal of tho East Anglian college of 
agriculture of England. Professor 
Ealand begins his remarkable work, 
which ho calls "Insects and Man," 
with the following statement: 

"It Is fortunate for man that the In- 
sect world is a house divided against 
itself. Except for this check the hu- 
man race would bo extinct in flvo or 
six years." 

Tho fecundity of many Insects Is 
enormous. Huxley estimated that, 
mishaps apart, a single green fly would 
in ten generations produce a mass of 
organic matter equivalent to 500,000,- 
000 human beings, or ns many as the 
whole population of the Chinese cm- 
piro! 

From tho earllost times man has suf- 
fered from insect damage to his crops, 
IiIb live stock and himself. Locust 
plaguos rivaling thoso of Egypt have 
como to man from time to time. 

Tho United States suffers damage 
unnunlly to tho extent of $40,000,000 
owing to tho depredations of the Hes- 
sian fly; the cotton boll weevil causes 
an annual loss of $30,000,000; the cod- 
ling moth $15,000,000, and the chinch 
hug $7,000,000. Add to this the dam- 
ago done by gypsy and brown-tall 
luuihs and the San Jose scale, to say 
nothing of the host of minor pests, 
and tho total assumes alarming pro- 
portions. 

Tho struggle for supremacy between 
insects and man is a very real ono 
the world over. 

But only by ceaseless struggle can 
man keep his dominance. In his fight 
against- insects and bugs he has ar- 
rayed against him an incredible fecun- 
dity and power of destruction. 

Tho majority of people— unscientific 
people, that is — says Professor Ealand, 
think that tho locust Is the most de- 
structive Insect. This is partly be- 
cause of tho Biblical plaguo having 
boon fixed In their minds. Tho lo- 
custs have dono moro damage in South 
Africa and hindered agricultural prog-

ress there moro than anywhere else 
in the world. In one winter alone the 
locust damage In South Africa was es- 
timated at $5,000,000. 

To cope with the insects the govern- 
ment, lias established a central bureau 
for watching them. Flights can be 
predicted and measures taken to min- 
imize them. 

In the latter half of 1912 locust 
swarms did $10,000,000 damage in our 
own island of Vlaaya, In the Philip- 
pines. 

While the locust is prolific the cot- 
ton woevil beats him. Professor 
Ealand estimates that ono weevil lay- 
ing her 139 eggs by Juno 10 would 
probably bring half that number— say 
75 — to maturity by June 29. There 
aro at least four generations in a sea- 
son, and the second generation would 
number about 2,450; tho third S5.750, 
and the last and final generation 1,- 
001,250, or a total of 3,089,520 indi- 
viduals as the progeny of a single pair 
of weevils and their progeny in a sea- 
son. That is to say, ono weevil for 
every Bquare foot of area in a 75-acro 
Held. As over 50 per cent are de- 
stroyed by natural conditions, it Is 
doubtful If tho actual increase In ono 
season from a single pair over ex- 
ceeds 2,000,000. Alarming figures in 
all conscience, exclaims the entomolo- 
gist. 

This is only one of a vast number of 
insects that man has to fight against. 
Next come the disease carriers. 

First in deadliness is the mosquito, 
which infests man with malaria, yel- 
low fever and fllariasis. Many parts 
of tho tropics and localities otherwise 
most desirable are practically unln- 
habltablo to civilized man, owing to 
the ravages of malaria. 

Malaria has been held responsible 
for the wiping out of the ancient 
Greeks. 

Not health alono, but man's very 
pockets are affected by this overmas- 
tering Incubus. Tho mosquito plague 
has been responsible for arresting the 
development of the whole state of 
Now Jersey. 

Malaria is a country rather than a 
town disease. It was once supposed 
to be caused by dwelling In damp 
and marshy places, and oven now the 
belief dies hard In the minds of many 
people, but It has been provod beyond 
dispute that by tho blto of infected 
mosquitoes, and by that means alone, 
can this dread disease be transmitted 
from man to man. 

Various estimates have been mado 
as to tho number of bacteria that may 
bo carried about tho body of a single 
healthy, active fly. Ono Investigator, 
Torry, puts the number at 28,000,000 
in its intestine and 4,500,000 on the 
outer surface. Esten and Mason, by 
careful experiment, found that tho 
number of external bacteria varied 
from 550 to over G.500,000; other ob- 
servers have put the number as high 
as 500,000,000 per fly. The numbers 
seem incrodible. That ono house fly 
can carry about its body as many as 
500,000,000 germs is almost beyond be- 
lief, yet the estimated number is not 
the result of guesswork, but of care- 
ful experiment. Looking at the mat- 
ter from tho moat favorable point of 
view, and supposing each fly to carry 
only 550 bacteria from place to place, 
tho supposition, says Professor Ealand, 
is not pleasant. 

The dreadful Infantile paralysis has 
been discovered to bo carried by tho 
stable fly. 

Then there Ib the sleeping sickness, 
which is carried by tho tsetse fly.

ly .uninhabitable because of thiB dis- 
ease. 

Come next tho armies of ticks. It 
has been shown by experiment that 
one variety of these which feeds upon 
human blood will weigh after a meal 
ten times its original weight. Some 
species increase to thirty times their 
original weight. Imagine, says Pro- 
fessor Ealand, a hungry 200-pound man 
weighing G.000 pounds after a single 
meal, or even after many meals! Re- 
lapsing fever, spotted fever, a pecu- 
liarly deadly disease called verruga, 
are given man by ticks. 

Then there are the lice which carry 
typhus and a form of inflammatory 
rheumatism, and the fleas, whicli 
transmit plaguo to man. 

As for tho hosts that attack tho 
domestic animals and transmit to them 
disease, were it not for natural checks 
and the vigilance of man there would 
not be a single animal left in tho 
world within ten years! 

It is this matter of natural checks, 
tho equilibrium which nature has pro- 
vided against these most prolific of 
her children, that is now most wor- 
rying the scientists. 

Up until comparatively recent times 
great quantities of insects were used 
for medicine, for dyes and so on, but 
this use has steadily lessened, and 
with tho lessening naturally the in- 
sects have increased. 

Tho practice of the control of insect 
pests by their natural enemies is one 
of modern times, for the earliest rec- 
ord of work on anything approaching 
a commercial scale, dates back by 25 
years. It Is based on tho assumption 
that all nature is in a state of equili- 
brium—that is to say, that all life, in 
Its native home, is kept in chock: "uyvx, 
other forms of life which prey upon 
it. Moro than thirty distinct parasites 
and seven kinds of predatory beetles 
have been Introduced Into the United^ 
States to wage war on tho gypsy and 
brown-tall moths, says Professor 
Ealand. 

It will bo recognized, says Profes- 
sor Ealand, that unless a parasite 
shows greater fertility than its host, 
its power of controlling the latter 
must bo very greatly diminished. In 
this connection nature has come to 
tho rescue in a marvelous manner by 
endowing many of tho parasites with 
tho power of "polyembryony." a 
phenomenon that is unique In the an- 
imal kingdom. Parasites so endowed 
lay eggs similar in external form to 
thoso of their less fortunato relations, 
but from each egg emerges in duo 
course not one larva, but a number 
of larvae, and by this means their 
fertility is much increased. 

A second and still moro modern 
method of .natural Insect control is car- 
ried into effect by means of fungoid 
disease of insects. These fungoids aro 
scattered over largo plantations with 
a dusting machine. All the Insects In- 
fected carry the disease to their nu- 
merous relatives*.. 

Tho fight;' Indicates* Professor 
Ealand, is only at Its beginning. Man 
will probably win, but oven if ho does 
the bug. through its persistence, will 
outlive him.

Tho word hns long been used, how;- 
ever, in diplomatic correspondency 
and documents, no doubt because of 
the influence exerted, by the French, 
once the common language of inter- 
national exchange^, a^nd still famllln/r 
to more diplomats' than any other on© 
tongue. The, French say and writs 
"Identiquo," and of, that "Identic" 
Is a natural translation. 

The shorter form, however, has in 
valid claim for preference, In that It 
says exactly what ''Identical" say^» 
und does it without 'the pleonasm or 
redundancy which marks so many ojf 
our words ending 'in "Icnl." Why w© 
persist In lengthening such sufficiently 
long words as "philosophic" and "geo- 
graphic" with a vyholly needless "al," 
It would bo lia'rd to explain—almost as 
hard as to explain the frequent ar> 
pearanco of such absurdities as "dial- 
embark," "disassociate," "coincident:- 
ally" and "superimpose." 

One should not bo too fussy about 
such things, however, for In language 
whatever Is, Is right,: and enough ull- 
age makes any usage, right.
